According 
to the municipal regulations they cannot de- 
mand more than foir or five cents an hour. 
They allege that in Hongkong the drivers are 

ot campelled to wear a uniform and are paid 
twenty cents an hour Owing to the bigh 
prices for Ihe necessaries of Ife, they claiin 
thal the fare might be increased.

left shoulder from behind, that 
the unfortunate Chinaman feil then ran ona 
few yards fell again, and expired, the weapon 
having pierced his heart.; Souza’s first story, 
told imsnediately after his arrest, was to the 
effect that he was annoyed by his door bell 
having been rung. He came out of the house 
and seeing a native running up the road, 
gave chase. After chasing the man for some 
distance, the hitter fell down, and Souza saw 
that he had b.en stabbed and was dying and 
immediately retarned home, : 

limmediately after the tragedy occurred the 
Police were communicated with, and Sergeant 
Lynch and’ Detective Kingston set out to 
make inquiries and to arrest the murderer, 
with the result that Souza was arrested by 
them, 

An inquest was held by the Cuy Magistrate 
n present wert 
M. Potier, Consul for Portugal; Drs. von 
Séhab and Laleaca, who had examined the 
body of the deceased; Sergeant Lynch, 
Neteclive Kingston, the prisoner, a native 
doctor, anda very large crowd of onlookers. 
The'dbject of the inquest was, of course, to 
determine the cause of death, and there was 
little doubt that death was due to the wound 
found on the deceased's body, but the native 
‘doc.or differed from the foreikners as the 
weapon and the manner in which the wound 
was inflicted. 

“Alter his arrest, aud previous to the inquest 
on Saturday, Souza confessed his guilt. He 
made a statement that he was disturbed by the 
ringing of his font-door bell, and later by his, 
1oom Window being broken. He seized a 
carving knife and ran out into the street, and 
secing a native running away, chased hm and 
struck him in the back with the knife. He did 
not wait to see the result of Ins blow, but threw 
the knife into the creek and ran back home. ° 

The. prisoner cannot be tried in Shanghai, 
but will be sent to Macao.

THE YONNAN TROUBLE, 


——_»-—_—_.. 
News gradually begins to filter through Chi- 
Nese sources regarding the recent trouble in 
Yunnan as rep rted by usin our issue of the 
25th instant, One report slates that the cause 
of the outbreak was due to the imposition of an 
Imperial tax on all males attaining the age of 
ten, and an annual poll tax of ten tacts on each 
inhabitant, regardless of sex. When this was 
made known, Cheong Yung Sing, a military 
Weiyuen, and a direct descendent of the line of 
the ancient Yunnan king's raised his standard 
of revolt, and very soon had a large army under 
his banner, One of his first acts was to occupya 
:mall city, named Koo Chui Ching, »fter whirh 
he invested several other towns. At the same 
time, messengers were sent out to the robber 
chiefs, heads of the Kia Sect, a nomadic race, 
asking them to join forces, and that if success 
crowned their arms, they would be made the 
overnors of towns. A state of peace is re- 
ported to have lasted for over two weeks. 
Meanwhile numerous people invaded the town 
of Linanfs, under the guise of merchants, ard 
on a given day broke out in open revolt, 
During the night Cheong Yung Sing, and his 
“men joined them, and a fearful revolt is reported 
lo have taken plice. The Governor of the 
place had to fly for his life; while innumerable 
mandarins, with their wives and children, were 
slaughtered or puttothe flames. The next day 
members.of the local garrison were killed and 
thé rebels too’ possess‘on of the place.
